To Have Started The 
“Shenanigan*” in South 


In his column titled "Calling 'Em 
Straight." Larry McDermott in a 
recent issue of the Reading Eagle 
tells that New Orleans. La., owes 
the traditional celebration of the 
Mardi Gras to a native of Bristol, 
one Michael Krafft. 
In his account, McDermott has 
this to say: 
"The original carnival celebrator, 
according to Lamar 
McLeod, a 
Mobilia)) who traced the history of 
the festival, was 'a Pennsylvania 
Dutchman named Michael Krafft. 
"Hts name takes on special alc* 
nlflcance In New Orleans, Mobile, 
Biloxi* and other traditional car­ 
nival cepters when the residents 
and visitors are whooping things up 
In the name* of Mardi Gras.

couple of garden tools, several 
shots of Bourbon and a set of gay 
companions. Krafft Is reputed to 
have started the hi-Jinks of Mardi 
Gras In Mobile 122 years ago.

United States can be traced to an 
Impromptu parade staged by Krafft 
and his friends back In UMI.

the narrow cobbleatone 
streets.
